I HAVE the honour to inclose an extract from the ,f Journal Officid +1 showing the 
results of the year's flnanco in so far a* the revenues pledged lo the Service of tie Debt 
are concerned, Your Lordship will remember that the- financial year of the 
Commissioners of the Debt closes on the 25Lh October. 

It will he seen that the surplus amounts to 164,493/. or 45,108/. more than tho 
surplus of last year (see my despatch No. 503 of the 30th October, 1887). This result 
is very satisfactory. The precise manner in which this surplus will ho applied 
cannot he stated until the dual accounts of the calendar year arc made up, hut it is 
certain that it will be possible In add to the reserve fund and thus strengthen the 
general financial situation, 

It will he observed that a revenue of 12,100/, has been derived from the invest* 
merit, of the balances in the bands of the Commissi oners of the Debt. This is 
exclusive of the interest on the reserve fund, amounting, T believe, to about 35,000/. 
This latter sum is accounted for separately, and is placed to the credit oft he reserve 

fund.

1 venture to hope that IInr Majesty's Government will be disposed to help tin 
Egyptian Government in Ibis matter. It is, however, extremely difficult to know 
what to do.

The alternative inode of procedure is to negotiate with the Italian Govei'nmen 

with a view to coining to seine equitable arrangement. 

The phu of refusing payment without any previous arrangement with tbo Forti 
fs open to the obvious objection that it would throw the Sultan, the Ottoman bond 
bidders, and possibly the Italian Government, into opposition with the Egypt hi 
Government. 

The representatives of the bondholders would, without doubt, appeal to ih 1 
Poite, and might also, perhaps, bring an action against the Egyptian Governmen 
before the Mixed Tribunals, It is, 1 think, doubtful whether the Contis woult 
consider that, they bail jurisdiction in the matter, inasmuch ah il is one which touche 
the sovereign rights of the Sultan. 

As to the latter, it is true that, inasmuch as the tribute is pledged to ill 
bondholders the Forte lias no pecuniary interest at stake to which, Turkish govern 
inriLt being what it is, much importance would possibly he attached. None the !esi 
1 conceive that the Sultan would resent what lie would consider a fiagrant violalio: 
of his political rights by the Egyptian Government' it Is 1 Ihiuk, very n o for tuna t 
that Ismail Foslm ever took any direct engagement to the representatives ol th 
Ottoman bondholders* But I conceive that tin 1 financial engagement he took t 
1877-78 must he regarded as an addition to, rather than as » sulisLitution for, th 
political engagement involved in tbo Sultan's Firman under which Massqwak an 
§uakin wore assigned to Ihe Khedive. I observe? that, hi submitting the ease to th

Government. who have always been most friendly to the Government, of the Khedive, 
might resent the procedure 1 have indicated above, and that they would decline to 
assume any financial responsibilities which it might be sought to threw on them. 

Some *of 1-1 icse objections would, withou tdoubt, be? removed if a communication 
wore in the first instance addressed to Che Sultan,and if he acquiesced in the Egyptian 
Government declining to continue payment to the bankers. No serious political 
issue as between the Khedive and the Sultan could then be raised, Some aulhcrife 
here are of opinion lhal the Sultan would view with mdilTereueu ihe non-payment of 
this portion of (he tribute, 1 am unubli- to express any opinion on this point \ hut, as 
a men? matter of conjceliirc, f should be inclined to doubt ibe Snl tan's iiidilfereuce on 
the subject, Further, it Is to be observed that it' the Sultan were previously consul tod, 
and if, as T cannot help thinking is very probable, Ills Imperial Majesty refusal his 
consent, th© Egyptian Government would he in a worse position than they arc at 
present, for 11 1 >-y would not then be tilde, without open defiance of the Sitllards 
authority, to take up the pcv.ition that they can by their.own act free themselves from 
the obligatioEi to pay the tribute. 

Now, jilihough f do not recommend the adoption of this latter course at present, 
it is one which, at a later stage of the proceedings, may be wort hy of consider time 
It is clear that the Egyptian Government cannot hope to find a satisfactory 
solution to tliis troublesome que si imi unless any action which they may lake meets 
with tho .approval and support of Her Majesty's Government* For the moment your 
Lordship will probaldy nut be prepared to countenance a refusal to pay tjftt-tribute. 
The adoption of Ibis course constitutes a somewhat violent remedy to the exist Eng evil, 
and we are wot as yet fortified with any authoritative opinion as to its legality. 

There remains the alternative of negotiating with ihe 1 tali an Government, _ 

Even supposing that the Italian Government were disposed to rceugnln the 
principle of payment, it is, I conceive, quite certain 1 hat they would ohjeel to pay 
either 17,000k a-\ear, or a capital sun representing an annuity of 17,000/. They 
would, of course, decline? to pay anything in the shape of tribute to the Forte, and, as 
regains the payment of a capital sum, they might, with reason, point out that the 
tribute originally paid by Egypt was extravagant, that the precise amount due tor 
Miissowall alone is uncertain, and i hat they only possess a portion of the territory here*

But, without doubt, it will be difficult to get the Italian Government to recognize 
the principle that they ought to pay anything. All the arguments used in M. Grispi's 
recent notes—though many of them appear to me to be very strained, and based on 
inaccurate statements of fact—point to the non-recognition ot imv such principle. 

Again, a further difficulty would arise. In the ease ol 7a-via flierc is some 
positive inducement Cor the Forte to sell its political rights, for the pure base-money

would be paid to the Turkish Treasury, to the case of Mussowuh there is no 
such iutiucemont; for, according to the details of _any arrangement which might 
be made, either the money would goto too redemption of ihe J.'iirkish Debt, and lira 
Egyptian Government would discontinue the payment of tho tribute, or else the 
EjrVpfinn Government w ould receive the money, apply it to its own purposes, and 


continue to fulfil its obligations to the hankers under ihe Contracts passed in 1877-78. 
In cither ease the Porte would gain nothing, nod therefore there would be no particular 
inducement for the Sultan to reaogmre Italian sovereignty at Massowah, 

On the other hand, the Italian Government would very probably object to pay 
anything unless a legitimate title to their new possession was assured to them. 

In spite of all those difficulties, however, tho Egyptian ease is really so strong 
that I am inclined to think that, at a somewhat later stage of the proceedings, it may 
be desirable to cuter into negotiations with tho Italian Government on, the subject. 
Even if it bad been decided to refuse payment in the event of the negotiations 
breaking down, it would probably, as a matter of diplomacy, be better to negotiate 
first, and to refuse payment afterwards, rather I ban to refuse payiucul at once without 
auv previous communication with the Italian Guvem|iient.

therefore, t would venture to suggesi in that the Law Olficers should fip jw con¬ 
sulted a* to whether, under the special cireuiUBtanens of the ease, flic Egyptian 
Gmeminent would he justified in declining to cuiitinue the payment ul the M:uj*ownli 
tribute. If the nusww were in Hie affinnative, negotiations might be conuncuecd with 
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the Italian Government. The fact (hut an authoritative fogat opinion had been jjfivmi 
favourable to non-payment could not Tail to .strengthen the portion Of the EgyptuiB 
Govcinimml in tile course of the negotiations* 

J should add that the history nf the nmipathm of Massownh, mi which a good 
deal depends, mi^lil ho worked up in considerably greater detail. For -hr sake o!

In the year 1877 the loss to the Revenue 
amounted to I„ll1,000/,, and it is estimated that in ibc present year S?G0,000 feddans 
remained uncultivated, with a loss of about 300,000/. 

fortunately for the prosperity of the country a low Nile, such as has occurred lids 
yoar T h a very exceptional event. From documents piT&crved in the Ministry of Public 
M urkij, il appears that the very low Nile of 1877 is without precedent in a series of 
records extending aver lot' years, while during a whole century there were only four 
years, including 1877, iu which the Nile failed to attain a higher level than in 1868, 

hi view, however, of the annual loss from 11 sharaki ” land, even in ordinary years, it is 
desirable ta hike some measures lo reduce u,s lar us possible its amount. In the inclosed 
note Sii G. Scot L 5 lone riel i‘ describes ihe suggestions made by Lieutenant-Colonel Ross, 
wba possesses an intimate knowledge of the irrigation system of Upper Egypt, with 
u view to the prevention of this loss lo the Revenue in the future, 11 is estimated that 
the cost of the works necessary for Ibis purpose would amount to 825,000?., but a part of 
this sum might legitimately full on the fund Cor partially abolishing the corvee, leaving a 
balance of 33.7,000/. to he obtained from other sources. 

Sir (h Scott Mon cried'proposes that ibis money should be borrowed. The. ope nit ion, 
he says, would he a sound one financially, even though not more than 30,000/. n~year 
were saved by the completion of tbest works, and irrespective of the consideration that 
perhaps once iu twenty years there may otherwise he a loss of 300,000/. 

'Ihese proposals will receive the very careful attention of ihe Egyptian Government. 
The completion of ihc works put forward by Ihe Public AYorks Department should 
materially increase the revenue of the country, and nt the same time Confer no 
inconsiderable bandit upon the agricultural population of Upper Egypt. Il is to be 
lioped that it will be ibund compatible with ihe economy, which the exigencies of lho 
ifoivseut ini porn lively demand, to provide (lie money necessary to carry cull this scheme.

ON t& 5tli April last I snhmi|ted to Ids 'Excellency Nubar Pj*sh:i a note, 
summing up the mulls of Colonel Western^ careful survey and study of Mr. White- 
house’s Wadi-Raian project. Since then wo have received no fresh information 
on the subject, except that there seems a likelihood of the reck In the great cutting 
into the valley being: softer than Colonel Western anticipated. 

His estimate mummied to 827,000/., and for interest charts during (he eight 
years necessary In (ill the reservoir 1-75,003/, Total, fho cost of the 

new canals required to utilize tins volume was estimated at -11)0,000/. 

The total of Ihe project, then, is 1,705,095/. If the reck rutting turns out voiy 
favourable this may he reduced to perhaps 1,500,008/., or without interest charges to 
about 1,050,000/. 

Colonel Ross and I estimate that, with the water thus rendered available, thr 
area of cotton, sugar cane, and rice cultivation may he increased by, perhaps, 

370.06i) fcdihns. Now, without any preject such as (his, (his area plight ho irrigated 
during the Nile Hood, and ultimately assessed perhaps as much asl 1 . Ik 120 per feddau, 
while with irrigation supplied at all seasons (he assessment, might he as high as 
P, Ik 150 per led dan. The additional revenue (hen obtained freru Hr. Whitchouseks 
project would be Ik E. 30 per feddau on an area of 370,000, that is 111,000k 

In my note of the 0th November, IS87* I staled 115,0011k—-no material 

difference. 

Such are the results of our study, and Hr, W1 alehouse knows perfectly well on 
what figures they are based. 

On what lie founds his results, his possible additional area of 3,000,000 acres, 
his increased revenue of 2,500,000k, his estimate of 250,00(1/. for connecting the 

Wadi-Eaian with the Nile, [ have no knowledge. 

In my note of the 5th April, 1. said that Colonel Ross and 1 considered the 
drainage of the country more Important than (he storage of Nile water, and that 
500.01 in/, should he devoted to lhal before giving Lower Egypt, any additional water 
supply. Since Hum hfis occurred a serious failure of Nile flood, and the fact lias been 
brought very prominently to our notice, (hat year after year a considerable area o! 
land in Up pur Egfrplremains <i sharukiT that is imeuItivated, because the waters of tiro 
preceding flood did not cover It. 

In average years the loss t r> Hie Government is 38,000/., while the loss ol this 
season is estimated at 800,000/. 

The measures necessary to make Upper and Lower Egypt alike secure from this 

loss are estimated hy Colonel Ross at S21,99ik 

He and 1 both consider that the execution of these measures is more important to 
Egypt than that of the Wadi-Ra km project, which, 1 may remark, il it bail been 
completed a year ago would not have saved 1 feddau from being “hharuki.” Indeed, it 
is a question whether during this last flood the reservoir could have been filled at all, 
and if It had not been filled the summer crops of next year would have suliteral, 

Considering, then, the financial position of Egypt, 1 cannot recommend that it 

should undertake the Wartbliamn project at present. 

Nor tan I recommend (hat an Irrigation Company should bo allowed to do so. 
Our exp orlciico in India has been directly again si the development of irrigation hy 
commercial Companies.. I foresee at least us great evils and difficulties in Egypt as 
we found in India, and although they might be surmounted, I do not think (he case
